Tho'oldest money of which we know 


was used by tbe Egyptians. It 
was 


riiig-moocy, and teas made of copper 
ond jtoltl. Strflnsely cnougb cold was' 
Uiowftht to, Iw worth liiss than eitrcr. 
This was because very little silTcr 
came tnto^Kgypt at tbnt time. 


Tlift ring-money .was used only to 


buy very costly thLng^t, Simple articles 
were traded.
